A candidate to be voted on at a special election occasioned
by a vacancy in the office of United States senator or United
States representative, shall be nominated by a convention duly
called by the district central committee not less than
twenty=five days prior to the date set for the special
election.

Sec. 7. Section 69.8, subsection 1, Code 2009, is amended
by striking the subsection.

Sec. 8. Section 69.13, unnumbered paragraph 1, Code 2009,
is amended to read as follows:

IT a vacancy occurs in the office of senater—in—the

i ; secretary of state, auditor of
state, treasurer of state, secretary of agriculture, or
attorney general eighty=nine or more days before a general
election, and the unexpired term in which the vacancy exists
has more than seventy days to run after the date of that
general election, the vacancy shall be filled for the balance
of the unexpired term at that general election and the person
elected to fill the vacancy shall assume office as soon as a
cerfi¥§cgte of election has been issued and the person has
qualified.

f I?ec. 9. Section 69.14, Code 2009, is amended to read as
ollows:

69.14 SPECIAL ELECTION TO FILL VACANCIES.

1. A special election to fill a vacancy shall be held for
a senator or representative in Congress, or senator or
representative In the general assembly, when the body in which
such vacancy exists is _iIn session, or will convene prior to
the next general election, and the governor shall order, not
later than five days from the date the vacancy exists, a
special election, giving not less than forty days" notice of
such election. In the event the special election is to Till a
vacancy in the general assembly while it is in session or
within forty=five days of the convening of any session, the
time limit provided in this section shall not apply and the
governor shall order such special election at the earliest
practical time, giving at least eighteen days®™ notice of the
special election. Any special election called under this
section must be held on a Tuesday and shall not be held on the
same day as a school election within the district.

2. A vacancy in the office of senator in the Congress of
the United States filled under this section shall be for the

balance of the unexpired term.
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EXPLANATION

This bill provides that a vacancy in the office of United
States senator shall be filled at special election in the same
manner as a_vacancK in_the office of United States
representative. The bill also provides that a person elected
to fill a vacancy in the office of United States senator shall
serve for the balance of the unexpired term.

Under current law, a vacancy in the office of United States
senator is filled by appointment by the governor or at the
next general election, depending on when the vacancy occurs.
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
